The 
outer case carries the French department mark in use 
for silver from 1819 to 1838, and the special silver 
assay mark for watches in use from Oct. 22, 1817. 

Note: The documents accompanying this watch 
show that it was purchased in Paris about the year 
1856 by I. P. Beavan, of Torquay, England, from 
the Count Klaen d’Arberg, who in his turn had pur- 
chased it from the widow of the Comte de Montholon, 
to whom it was presented by Napoleon in 1816 at 
Saint Helena. By Mr. Beavan the watch w r as given 
to his “confidential butler and valet,” Johann Pla- 
chetzky, and from him it passed into the possession of 
Dr. Berl.

363 — Shotgun 

German breech-loading shotgun. Action similar to the 
early type of Prussian needle-gun. Octagonal steel 
barrel. Carved wood stock. 

364 — French Air-gun 

Early Eighteenth century type. Made by T. Wolf. 
The air-chamber is an elongated pear-shaped cylinder 
which forms the butt. Slender barrel of half-inch bore. 
A most curious and rare weapon. 

365 — Musket 

Austrian percussion military musket. Pattern of 1865. 

366 — Italian Flint-lock Military Gun 

Period, 1750. Made by Caesar Marri, of Brescia. Very 
heavy barrel and lock. 

367 — German Flint-lock Pistol 

Type middle of Eighteenth century. Brass mounts 
and engraved barrel. Made by Joh Wil Musbaum. 

368 — Dutch Naval Flint-lock Pistol 

About 1780. Brass barrel, with cannon or bell mouth. 
Short spring bayonet attached under side of barrel. 
Safety clutch on firing pan to keep the powder dry. 

369 — French Flint-lock Pistol 

Period, about 1740. Made by A. Prion. Carved steel 
barrel and lock, ormolu mounts, carved wood stock and 


rammer. 


370 — Pistol 

Revolving two-barrel percussion pistol, altered from a 
flint-lock. Barrels align perpendicularly, one smooth, 
the other rifled. One hammer on right side of stock. 
Curious and early type of a revolving arm. 

371 — Pair Pistols 

Pair of very handsome early type of Spanish flint- 
lock pistols. Carved steel barrels, elaborate lock 
mechanism all on outside, round quarter-circle wooden 
stocks, engraved brass mounts, steel rammers with flat 
button ends. In fine order and exceedingly rare.

372 — Pair Pistols 

Pair Italian percussion lock duelling swords. Damas- 
cened barrels, folding triggers, ebony and ivory stocks, 
bullet pockets in butts with spring covers of iron, 
carved in cameo. Lion’s heads, each of different de- 
sign and of exquisite modeling. 

373— Pistol 

Percussion lock, six-barrel revolving pistol. Damas- 
cened barrels. Curious mechanism of lock with pro- 
tected hammer. Each barrel distinct and muzzle 
loading. Carved iron mounts of grip. Curious 
example of revolving arm of the period of 1840. 

374 — “The Duke of Wellington Pistols” 

Pair of very handsome flint-lock pistols made by Meyer 
of Brussels. Octagonal barrels, ornamental locks, en- 
graved iron mountings, carved wood stocks and ram- 


mers. Accompanying documents set forth that this 
pair of pistols was carried by the Duke of Wellington 
at Waterloo. 

375 — Pair Pistols 

Pair of percussion lock pistols. Smooth bore, of type 
middle of last century. Bright steel barrels, elaborately 
carved wood stocks. Made by C. Guntermann in Diis- 
seldorf. Fitted in box with loading tools, etc., com- 
plete. All in fine unused condition. 

876 — Pair Pistols 

Pair of beautifully made percussion lock duelling 
pistols. Massive octagonal barrels. Carved and gold 
inlaid locks and mountings. Wooden stocks, with 
fluted carving. Made by Peter Shank in Marienbad. 
In fitted rose-wood case, with tools complete. Also 
powder, balls, and percussion caps of the period. 


377 — German Partizan 

Early Seventeenth century. Leaf-shape blade, deco- 
rated with F.R. monogram, crowned, and inscription 
etched on both sides. Original shaft terminating in a 
brass and iron spike.

Malacca cane mounted with silver head, of extraor- 
dinarily fine workmanship. The bands represent a 
mass of fighting men, on foot and mounted, chased 
with microscopic minuteness, and on the top two 
mounted men battling with sword and lance. Aji 
extraordinary example of minute chased metal-work. 

386 w ALKIN G-STIC K 

Cane of natural wood, with crook handle of brass 
terminating in a lion’s head. Very fine repousse orna- 
ment of scale and arabesque pattern ; at lower end is a 
pointed metal prod. 


387 — Walking-stick 

German miner’s emblem. The top is of cast iron in 
form of an ax. Tip of ax broken. Black polished 
wood shaft, four-sided, each inlaid with silver tallies 
of length measures (English, French, Prussian and 
Austrian). 


388 — Two Walking-sticks 

Malacca sticks. One with a translucent agate head, 
the other of silver. Native Chinese repousse work. 


389 — Two Walking-sticks 

Two malacca canes, with antique carved ivory heads. 
One a slender natural stick, with a gilt crown attached, 
which is said to have once belonged to Prince Rudolph 
of Austria. 


390 — Two Walking-sticks 

(A) Malacca stick, with buckhorn carved head, repre- 
senting a long-bearded old man. 

( B ) With a crutch head of metal. The stick appears 
to be of leather sections on a flexible steel rod. 

391 — Antique Pruning Knife 

Large sickle-shape blade, with cutting edge on inner 
side, handle of pear-wood root, carved in bird-head 
form. Used as a weapon by the peasants of Central 
Europe. 

392 — Cabinet 

Austrian. Nineteenth century. Of ebonized wood with 
molded canopied top. Door with panel of oak. Carved 
with subject of Virgin and Child. 

393 — Box 

Austrian. Nineteenth century. Painted black wood. 
With wrought-iron handles, hinges and two locks. 

394 — Despatch Box 

Mahogany, bound with brass. Two drop handles and 
double lock. Interior divided into four compartments, 
with two velvet-lined jewel trays. Red morocco leather 
portfolio in lid. Brass shield in lid, engraved M.L.

89 5 — Table 

Style of Louis XV. Oval top, veneered with mar- 
queterie inlay of colored woods and with molded rim 
of gilt bronze.
